Tuchs undoubtedly gave the Rus- 
sians the results of his own pre- 
liminary work on the hydrogen 
bomb and its vast destructive po- 
tentialities. 


President Truman did not 
an- 


nounce the American decision to 
;o ahead with production

lydrogcn bomb until 
early 
this 


year, although preliminary 
work 


had been going on for some time. 


With some 
of the secrecy re- 


moved from the case as a result 
of Fuchs' trial yesterday, informed 
quarters isclosed that Fuchs was 
trapped through a single work in 
a Russian agent's notebook fonnd 
in Canada last year. 


The notebook contiaincd Fuch's 


name followed by the Russian word 
"Nash" — meaning "ours." 


This set off a full-scale investi- 


gation which disclosed 
that 
the 


Gorman-born British scientist had 
been revealing atomic secrets to 
Russia since 1942. 


Fuchs was sentenced to 14 years 


in prison yesterday. With one third 
time off for good behavior his sen- 
tence will be reduced to nine years 
and four months. 


More arrests are expected 
to 


follow soon, these sources 
said.

las long been associated with Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology. 


A federal science foundation was 


first proposed by President Tru- 
nau's domestic postwar program 
and before congress continually. 


A bill was passed in both houses 


n 1948, but was vetoed 
by

Truman because of what he called 
administrative shortcomings. 


As approved by the house, the 


present bill would create a founda- 
tion charged with spurring 
re- 


search in the basic sciences, and 
subsidiing — through a scholar- 
ship program — the training of 
promising young s c i c n t i s ts to 
strengthn America's position 
in

macy.

"Dr. Sander walked in, and . 


said something to the effect there 
is nothing to be done."

Borroto 
died. 


"I made no report on the case 


because I knew it was Dr. Sander's 
and he would make the necessary 
report," the statement said. 


Dr. Snay's statement related that 


he later met Dr. Sander 
on the 


hospital steps and Sander said: 


"She was dead." 
"From her appearance," Snay's 


statement continued, "it was amaz- 
ing to me that she had lived as 
long as she did. Nothing Dr. San- 


sould have affected her condition,"
